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PROPOSED PARK 


In connection with the Association's attempts to look 
to the future as well as to struggle with the present, 
a part of the Planning Committee's activity has been 
directed toward seeing what might be available in 
the way of parks for Foggy Bottom. 


The National Park Service has already made an a- 
greement with the D. C. Highway Department to take 
over the site of the old Briggs-Montgomery School 
when the Highway Department is finished with it. 
This is the land bounded by K Street on the north, 
Eye Street on the south, 27th Street on the east, and 
Rock Creek Parkway on the west. It is a good-sized 
piece for a park, a block long and roughly half a 
block wide. It has only one disadvantage -- not a 
major опе; two of the ramps from the K Street Free- 
way go over it, but they are quite high and on eight 
large pillars. Accessibility is planned by foot along 
sidewalks on Virginia Avenue, 27th Street, and K 
Street; and it is hoped there might even sometime 
be pedestrian access to the boatcenter on the river, 
The Park Service has invited us to suggest what we 
would like on the land, and the tentative plan is pre- 
sented on the cover for your comments and sugges- 
tions. (Call Elizabeth Davis, 333-8546). 


There was some debate about who would use the 


park. It was agreed that small children were in 
need of such a park but that there would be very few 
school-aged children within walking distance. The 
D. C. Recreation Department runs good morning 
programs for pre-schoolers throughout the city and 
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we thought we would ask for that, as many mothers 
have shown interest in it (thus the little building in- 
cluding restrooms and a large room for that class 
as well as such items as a ping pong table). 


The other major use of the park would seem to be 
simply a place to sit out of doors in pleasant sur- 
roundings of bushes, grass and trees. 


The rather large population we have in their twen- 
ties and thirties suggested tennis courts. Although 
they would not add to the beauty of a park, their 
starkness would be somewhat shielded as the ramps 
already cut off the north end. The large paved area 
could be used for roller skating, tricycle riding, 
volley ball, basketball, even dancing for special 
community evening parties. Nothing else seemed 
suitable for the area beneath the ramps, anyway. 


Such suggestions as swimming pool, more play e- 
quipment, etc. were finally dropped because of the 
necessity of people in droves coming by car and 
spoiling the quiet local quality of the park which we 
hope to attain - besides creating a parking problem.

Wolf Von Eckardt, Architectural Critic for the Post 


and writer on urban affairs will be the guest speaker

For the Foggy Bottom Association his activities in 
the fields of city planning and architecture will be of 
especial interest. He has written for (to mentiona 
few) Harpers, the Journal of the American Institute 
of Architects, and Progressive Architecture. He 
has contributed to such works as "Mid-Century Ar- 
chitecture in America', co-authored ''Life for Dead 
Spaces'' which deals with new and lively community 
centers in existing housing, and is now completing a 
condensation of Jean Gottman's ''Megalopolis, the 
Urbanized Northeastern Seaboard of the United 
States'' for the Twentieth Century Fund. This work 
will be titled ''The Challenge of Megalopolis". Also 
this year he received a Ford Foundation Grant.

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sidered worthy of preservation. Their work is de- 
scribed as "a necessary step in the development of 
a comprehensive program to preserve and make 
creative use of our heritage from the past in the 
planning of the city today and in the future. '' 


Included on the preliminary list just published are 
nearly three hundred landmarks of historic or aes- 
thetic value. They range from the obvious -- the 
White House and the Capitol -- to the obscure -- an 
old market on M Street in Georgetown, now an auto 
parts shop. Quite a variety of items is covered: a 
lighthouse, bridges, and boundary stones of the City, 
as well as homes, embassies, commercial and gov- 
ernment buildings, parks, and monuments. 


While no structures or places in Foggy Bottom are 
on the present list, the Committee plans to make a 
study of the area. Several entire areas, such as 
Georgetown and Capitol Hill, are already on the list 
and there is a possibility that Foggy Bottom might 
be added. 


Several buildings near Foggy Bottom were named. 
They include the Lenthall Houses, 612-614 19th St., 
the Arts Club (Caldwell-Monroe House), 2017 Eye 
Street; and the houses at 2030 Eye Street and 2109 
Pennsylvania Avenue.

The Landmarks Committee hopes ultimately to de- 
velop methods for preventing the destruction of any 
of the designated places. These methods might in- 
clude, according to the Committee, ''the modifica- 
tionor flexible application of certain parts of zoning 
or building regulations, tax abatement, and the de- 
velopment of suitable adaptive uses". One of the 
tasks they have set for themselves is to "assist in 
the preparation of legislation that will insure, and 
administrative procedures that will carry out, the 
purposes of a program of effective preservation". 


Foggy Bottom applauds the work of the Committee, 
both because its efforts offer a hope of protecting 
significant parts of our heritage, and because of the 
role we hope it will play in helping us preserve the 
present character of our neighborhood.
